THIS Ingenious Phyficianwts> always of theO- 
pintoiir (bat the Pains in a RtKumstifm were 
nc^ oiufed from zxxf Saline or Acid Pasticles in the 
Blood, &r. but rather from its Ciaaaminefs and Deofity 
excenduig the Channels throu^ which it pafles, which 
Extenikn pcodoces thofe fharp and put^ent Pains which 
Rheufnatifaiatick Perlbns fb genersdly cosn^ain of ; for al- 
thou^ the proper Goats of the "Veiiis and Arteries fecm 
to te iodoient in therafeives, yet thde thin Membranes 
whkh obftde theitt are moft ex^p^te of Senfe, and full 
of tyttfha-duiiti which being dilated and ftfetch'd, 
citife aa lo&mtmtory ^mptoiaiatical> F^wer, with con- 
tinual Sweats ; the Blood being Glutinous and Seizy, a& 
in C^infies smd tteurifies, and all other Inflaramatory 
Diftenapers. The Fever being, increafed by the @?ea£ 
ftore of Alkfilial Corrofive Saks lodging io th© Blood,, 
caufing Tbirft, &c. and not dilitfed and waih'd off by 
Urine, which Urine is always thick, turbid, and high- 
coiour'd, and almoft, if not totally devokl of any Sa^ 
line Impregnations. To prove which, he fent fix Q^itts 
of a ftrong Man's Urine in the heighth of aRheuma- 
tifm, to that Ingenious Artiik Mr.Geffrge Mouh, who 
Chymically Anatomiz'd it, and found not above the 
Thirtieth Part of thofe Salts, ufually found in fuch a 
quantity of the Urine of a found Perfoa 
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Another Experiment of Dr. BayhatJ's was this, vk. 
Mr- BanniJieryWiX Apothecary in Old Eifi-ftre^tyLondony 
defired the Podor to vifit a Servant of his, who for 
feyen or eight days laboured under a total Suppreffion 
of Urine. Upon which^ he fuppof ing it might pi'oeeed 
from fome Stone fallen upon the Neck of the Bladder, 
bid him fend to MuCbaries B^rnardy an Eminent Sur* 
geon, to try his Catheter, which accordingly he did, 
but found not the licaft ^pearance of any Stone there, 
nor a drop of Water in his Bladder j whereupon the 
Doftor fuppofmg that it might be the fame Cafe, of 
which that moft Learned Prdate, J>. J?^i/i/^^^ 
iliop of Chejiir dyed, caiifed the Patient to take a quan- 
tity of Acids in a convenient Vehicle, upon which Se- 
cretion being prefently made, he immediately urined in 
great quantity, and was thereby reflored to bk Health. 

The like Experiment was made on a Gentleman,, a 
Member of this prefcnt Parliament, by Dt.Baymrdmd 
Dt.Coley where the aforefaid Mr. Charles Bernard had 
tryed the Catheter, and found it the Apothecary's Cafei 
who was by the ufe of Acids reftored to hisJHfMlth: 
And in feveral Cafes fince hehas-found ittoanfwer with 
great fuccefs. 

In another Cafe where the faid Mr. Bannifler was con- 
cerned as an Apothecary, in a great Suppreffion of Urine, 
and after many Medicines given in vain and to no pur* 
pofe, he ^toT^ikdDt.Baynatd's Method, Which cauied 
the Patient to Urine prefently, and he Was alfo re- 
flored to hisHealth- 
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
